Use the recommended yarn it makes 
sense. When you buy your yarn, it is 
best to buy the full amount at one time 
to avoid variations in dyelots. 

Two No. 12 and two No. 10 and spare 
No. 10 BEEHIVE or MILWARD 
DISC needles, measured by BEEHIVE 
gauge. 2 stitch-holders. 4 small buttons 
and 1 press stud for Dress, and 1 
small button for Coat. 

Check your tension by casting on 14 sts. 
on No. 10 needles. Work 18 rows in 
stocking stitch. Cast off. Lightly pressed 
the square should measure 2 in. each 
way. 



Abbreviations 

K. = knit; P.* purl; st. — stitch; si. I — 
slip I stitch; y.fwd. — yarn forward; 
p.s.s.o. — pass slip stitch over; tog.— 
together; inc. — increase by working 
into front and back of stitch; dec.— 
decrease by working 2 stitches together; 
beg. — beginning; alt. — alternate; rep. 
— repeat; patt. — pattern; in. — inches.

FRONT 

** Using the two needle method, with 
No. 12 needles, cast on 103 sts. and 
work 4 rows stocking stitch. 



Change to No. 10 needles and work 
picot as follows: — 

Next row — K.l, * y.fwd., K.2 tog., rep. 
from * to end. 

Starting with a P. row, work 5 rows 
stocking stitch. 

Next row— Make hem by knitting 
together I st. from needle and one loop 
from cast-on edge all across row. 

Work 3 rows stocking stitch, starting 
with a P. row. ** 

Work in patt. as follows: — 

1st, 2nd and 3rd rows — K. 

4th row — P. 

5th to 12th row — Rep. 1st to 4th row 
twice. 

13th row — K. 

14th and every alt. row — P. 

15th row — K.5, * si. I, K.l, p.s.s.o., 
y.fwd., K.8, rep. from * to last 8 sts., 
sl.l, K.l, p.s.s.o., y.fwd., K.6. 

17th row— K.4, * sl.l, K.l, p.s.s.o., 
y.fwd., K.l, y.fwd., K.2 tog., K.5, rep. 
from * to last 9 sts., sl.l. K.l, p.s.s.o., 
y.fwd., K.l, y.fwd., K.2 tog., K.4. 

19th row — K.3, * sl.l, K.l, p.s.s.o., 
y.fwd., K.3, y.fwd., K.2 tog., K.3, rep. 
from * to end. 

21st row — K.4, * y.fwd., sl.l, K.l, 
p.s.s.o., K.l, K.2 tog., y.fwd., K.5, 
rep. from * to last 9 sts., y.fwd., sl.l, 
K.l, p.s.s.o., K.l, K.2 tog., y.fwd., K.4. 
23rd row— K.5, * y.fwd., sl.l, K.2 tog., 
p.s.s.o., y.fwd., K.7, rep. from * to last 
8 sts., y.fwd., sl.l, K.2 tog., p.s.s.o., 
y.fwd., K.5. 

25th row— K.6, * y.fwd., K.2 tog., K.8, 
rep. from • to last 7 sts., y.fwd., K.2 
tog., K.5. 

27th row — K. 

28th row— P. 

These 28 rows form patt. 

Rep. 1st to 28th row once more, *** 
then 1st to 22nd row again. 

Keeping continuity of patt., shape 
raglans by casting off 2 sts. at beg. of 
next 2 rows, dec. I st. at each end of 
next 4 rows (91 sts.). 

Leave sts. on a spare needle. 

BACK 

Work as Front to * * 

Now rep. 1st to 4th patt. row twice, 
then 1st and 2nd rows again. 

Divide for back opening as follows: — 
Next row — K.53, turn and leave re- 
maining sts. on a spare needle. 
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Continue on these sts. for first side as 
follows: — 

1st and every alt. row — K.3, F^ to end. 
2nd row — K. 

4th row- K .5, (si. 1 , K . I » p.s.s.o.,y.fwd., 
K.8 )4times, si. I, K.l, p.s.s.o., y.fwd., 
K.6. 

6th row — K.4,(sl.l, K.I,p.s.s.o.»y.fwd., 
K.l, y.fwd.» K.2 tog.. K.5) 4 times, 
si. I, K.l, p.s.s.o., y.fwd., K.l,y.fwd., 
K.2tog.,K.4. 

Sthrow— K.3,(sl.l, K. I, p.s.s.o., y.fwd., 
K.3, y.fwd., K.2 tog., K.3) 5 times. 
lOth row — K.4, (y.fwd., sl.l, K.l, 
p.s.s.o., K.l, K.2 tog., y.fwd., K.5) 4 
times, y.fwd., sl.l, K.l, p.s.s.o., K.l, 
K.2 tog., y.fwd., K.2, y.fwd., K.2 tog.

Keeping continuity of patt. and border, 
shape raglans by cast ing off 2 sts. at beg. 
of next row. 

Work 1 row straight. 

Now dec. 1 St. at raglan edge on next 4 
rows (47 sts.). 

Leave sts. on a stitch-holder. 

Rejoin yarn to sts. on spare needle and 
casting on 3 sts. for underflap, work 
second side as follows: — 

1st and 3rd rows — K. 

2nd and every alt. row — P. to last 3 sts., 
K.3. 

5th row — K.5, (sl.l, K.l, p.s.s.o., 
y.fwd., K.8) 4 times, sl.l, K.l, p.s.s.o., 
y.fwd., K.6. 

Keeping continuity of patt. and border, 
finish to correspond with first side, 
reversingshapingsand omitting button- 
hole. 



SLEEVES 

Wth No. 1 2 needles, cast on 35 sts. and 
work 5rowsgarterstitch(every row K.). 
Next row— Inc. in first st., * K.l, inc. 
in next st., rep. from * to end (53 sts.). 

Change to No. 10 needles and P. I row. 
Now work 13th to 22nd patt. row 
inclusive. 

Keeping continuity of patt., shape 
raglans by casting off 2 sts. at beg. of 
next 2 rows, then dec. I st. at each end 
of next 4 rows (41 sts.). 

Slip sts. on a spare needle. 

YOKE 

With wrong side facing, slip all sts. on to 
two No. 10 needles in following order:- 
rightsideof Back, 1st Sleeve, Front, 2nd 
Sleeve, left side of Back (267 sts.). 

With right side facing, rejoin yarn and 
work acrossall sts. for yoke as follows :— 
1st row — K.3, * (K.2 tog.) 4 times, 
K.l*, rep. from * to ^3 times more, 
(K.2 tog.) 5 times, K.4, (K.2 tog., K.5) 
4 times, K.2 tog., K.3, K.2 tog., rep. 
from * to * 5 times, K.2, rep. from * to 
* 4 times, (K.2 tog.) 5 times, KJ^ 
(K.2 tog., K.5) 4 times, K.2 tog., K.4, 
K.2 tog., rep. from * to * 4 times, 
(K.2 ;og.) 4 times, K.3 ( 1 73 sts.). 

2nd to 4th row — K. 

5th row — K. to last 2 sts., y.fwd., K.2 
tog. (2nd buttonhole). 

6th row— K. 

7th row — K.6, (K.2 tog., K.7) twice, 
(K.2 tog., K.6) 6 times, (K.2 tog., K.7) 
3 times, (K.2 tog., K.6) 6 times, (K.2 
tog., K.7)twice, K.2 tog., K.6 (1 53 sts.). 
8th and every alt. row — K.3, P. to last 3 
sts., K.3. 

9th row — K.5, * sl.l, K.l, p.s.s.o., 
y.fwd., K.8, rep. from * to last 8 sts., 
sl.l, K.l, p.s.s.o., y.fwd., K.6. 

11th row K.4, ♦ sl.l, K.l, p.s.s.o., 
y.fwd., K.l, y.fwd., K.2 tog., K.l, K.2 
tog., K.2, rep. from * to last 9 sts., 
sl.l, K.l, p.s.s.o., y.fwd., K.l, y.fwd., 
K.2 tog., K.4 (139 sts.). 

13th row — K.3, * sl.l, K.l, p.s.s.o., 
y.fwd., K.3, y.fwd., K.2 tog., K.2, rep. 
from * to last st., K.l. 

15th row — K.4, * y.fwd., sl.l, K.l, 
p.s.s.o., K.l, K.2 tog., y.fwd., K.l, 
K.2 tog., K.l, rep. from * to last 9 sts., 
y.fwd.,sl.l., K. 1, p.s.s.o., K.l, K.2tog., 
y.fwd., K.2, y.fwd., K.2 tog. (3rd 
buttonhole) (125 sts.). 

17th row— K.5, * y.fwd., sl.l, K.2 tog., 
p.s.s.o., y.fwd., K.5, rep. from * to end. 
19th row — K.6, * y.fwd., (K.2 tog., 
K.2) twice, rep. from * to last 7 sts., 
y.fwd., K.2 tog., K.5 (111 sts.). 

21st row — K. 

23rd row— K.5, K.2 tog., * K.2, 
K.2 tog., rep. from * to last 4 sts., 
K.4 (85 sts.). 

24th, 25th and 26th rows — K. 
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27th row — K. to last 2 sts., y.fwd., 
K.2 tog. (4th buttonhole). 

28th row — K. 

Change to No. 12 needles 

29th row— K.4, K.2 tog.,(K.3, K.2 tog.) 

15 times, K.4 (69 sts.). 

30th row — P. 

31st row — K. 

32nd row — P. 

33rd row — K.l, * y.fwd., K.2 tog., rep. 
from * to end. 

Starting with a P. row, work 3 rows 
stocking stitch. 

Cast off. 

TO MAKE UP 

With wrong side of work facing, block 
each piece by pinning out round edges 
and press lightly using a cool iron and 
dry cloth for yarn, a warm iron and 
damp cloth for wool. 

Join small raglan seams, side and sleeve 
seams. 

Stitch underflap in position. 

Fold Neckband at row of holes to 
wrong side and slip-hem in position. 
Press seams. 

Sew on buttons and press stud at neck 
edge. 

Coat 

BACK 

Work as for Front of Dress from ** to 

Continue in stocking stitch until Back 
measures 5i in., ending with right side 
facing for next row. 

Shape raglans by casting off 2 sts. at 
beg. of next 2 rows, then dec. I st. at 
each end of next 4 rows (91 sts.). 

Leave sts. on a spare needle. 

RIGHT FRONT 

With No. 1 2 needles, cast on 51 sts. as 
before and work 4 rows stocking stitch. 

Change to No. 10 needles and work 
picot as on Front of Dress to 

Continue in stocking stitch until Front 
matches Back up to raglan shaping, 
thus ending with right side facing for 
next row. 

Work 1 row straight. 

Shape raglan by castingoff 2 sts.at beg. 
of next row, then dec. I st. at raglan 
edge on next 4 rows (45 sts.). 

Leave sts. on a stitch-holder. 



LEFT FRONT 

Work to correspond with Right Front, 
reversing shapings. 

SLEEVES 

With No. 1 2 needles, cast on 35 sts. and 
work 17 rows garter stitch. 

Next row — Inc. in first st., * K.l, inc. 
in next st., rep. from ♦ to end (53 sts.). 

Change to No. 10 needles and P. I row. 

Continue in stocking stitch until sleeve 
seam measures 5| in., ending with 
right side facing for next row. 

Shape raglans by casting off 2 sts. at 
beg. of next 2 rows, then dec. I st. at 
each end of next 4 rows (41 sts.). 

Slip sts. on a spare needle. 

YOKE 

With wrong side facing, slip all sts. on 
to a No. 10 needle in the following 
order: — Left Front, 1st Sleeve, Back, 
2nd Sleeve and Right Front (263 sts.). 

With right side facing, rejoin yarn and 
work across ail sts. as follows: — 

1st row — K. I , (K.2 tog.) 4 times, K.l,* 
(K.2 tog.^ 4 times, K.l *, rep. from * 
to * twice, (K.2 tog.) 5 times, K.4. 
(K.2 tog., K.5) 4 times, K.2 tog., K.3, 
K.2 tog., rep. from • to * 5 times, K.2, 
rep. from * to * 4 times, (K.2 tog.) 
5 times, K.3, (K.2 tog., K.5) 4 times, 
K.2 tog., K.4, K.2 tog., rep. from * to * 
4 times, (K.2 tog.) 4 times, K.l (169 
sts.). 

2nd to 6th row — K. 

7th row — K.4, (K.2 tog., K.7 ) twice, 
(K.2 tog., K.6) 6 times, (K.2 tog., K.7) 
3 times, (K.2 tog., K.6) 6 times, 
(K.2 tog., K.7) twice, K.2 tog., K.4 
(149 sts.). 

8th and every alt. row — P. 

9th row — K.3, * si. I, K.l, p.s.s.o., 
y.fwd., K.8, rep. from * to last 6 sts., 
si. 1 , K. I , p.s.s.o., y.fwd., K.4. 

11th row— K.2, * si. I, K.l, p.s.s.o., 
y.fwd., K.l, y.fwd., K.2 tog., K.l, 
K.2 tog., K.2, rep. from * to last 7 sts., 
si. I, K.l, p.s.s.o., y.fwd., K.l, y.fwd., 
K.2tog.,K.2(l35sts.). 

13th row — K.l, * si. I, K.l, p.s.s.o., 
y.fwd., K.3, y.fwd., K.2 tog., K.2, rep. 
from * to last 8 sts., si. I, K.l, p.s.s.o., 
y.fwd., K.3, y.fwd., K.2 tog., K.l. 



15th row— K.2, * y.fwd., sl.l, K.l, 
p.s.s.o., K.l, K.2 tog., y.fwd., K.l, 
K.2 tog., K.l, rep. from * to last 7 sts., 
y.fwd., si. I , K. I , p.s.s.o., K. I , K.2 tog., 
y.fwd., K.2(I2I sts.). 

17th row — K.3, * y.fwd., sl.l, K.2 tog., 
p.s.s.o., y.fwd., K.5, rep. from * to 
last 6 sts., y.fwd., si. 1 , K.2 tog., p.s.s.o., 
y.fwd., K.3. 

19th row— K.4, ♦ y.fwd., (K.2 tog., 
K.2) twice, rep. from * to last 5 sts., 
y.fwd., K.2 tog., K.3 (1 D7 sts.). 

21st row — K. 

23rd row— K.3, K.2 tog., * K.2, 
K.2 tog., rep. from * to last 2 sts., K.2 
(81 sts.). 

24th to 28th row — K. 

Change to. No. 12 needles 

29th row — K.2, (K.2 tog., K.3) 15 tim^s, 

K.2 tog., K.2 (65 sts.). 

30th row — P. 

31st row — K. 

32nd row — P. 

33rd row— K.l, * y.fwd., K.2 tog., rep. 
from * to end. 

Starting with a P. row, work 3 rows 
stocking stitch. Cast off. 

TO MAKE UP 

Block and press as for Dress. 

Join small raglan seams, side and sleeve 
seams. 

Fold Neckband at row of holes to 
wrong side and slip-he.m in position. 

RIGHT BORDER 

With right side facing and No. 12 
needles, starting at lower edge, knit up 
67 sts. along front edge, ending at neck 
edge. 

1st row — P. 

2nd row— K. to last 5 sts., K.2 tog., 
y.fwd. (fora buttonhole), K.3. 

3rd row — P. 

4th row — K.l, * y.fwd., K.2 tog., rep. 
from * to end. 

5th row — P. 

6th row — As 2nd row. 

7th row — P. 

Cast off. 

LEFT BORDER 

With right side facing and No. 12 
needles, starting at neck edge, knit up 
67 sts. along front edge. 

Omitting buttonhole, complete to 
match right border. 

Fold borders at row of holes to wrong 
side and slip-stitch loosely in position, 
oversew double buttonholes together. 
Press seams. Sew on button. 
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
